To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Borough. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  conversion  to 
water  carriage,  and  the  scheme  will  be  completed  before  another 
year  has  passed. 

It  is  disappointing  to  record  an  increased  infantile  mortality, 
M^hich,  however,  cannot  be  dissociated  from  the  continued  over¬ 
crowding  and  poverty  which  exists. 

The  provision  of  new  houses  to  meet  the  housing  shortage 
whilst  enough  to  fully  tax  resources  in  prosperous  times,  has 
become  in  the  blackest  period  of  Tyneside’s  trade  depression  a  very 
serious  problem,  which,  however,  is  being  confronted. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  various  members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  invariable  assistance  and  consideration,  and 
have  pleasure  in  recording  my  grateful  thanks  to  every  member  of 
the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  loyal  assistance.

The  Borough  of  Wallsend  is  situated  on  the  North  bank  of 
the  River  Tyne  between  the  City  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  on  the 
west  and  the  Borough  of  North  Shields  on  the  east.  It  consists  of 
the  old  township  of  Wallsend,  together  with  the  old  township  of 
Willington  and  part  of  the  parish  of  Long  Benton,  which  were 
incorporated  in  1910. 

The  eastern  end  of  the  Roman  Wall,  extending  from  the 
Solway  to  the  Tyne,  built  by  the  Emperor  Hadrian  about  the  year 
A.D.  120  with  the  old  world  city  of  Segedunum,  an  important 
military  station  and  port,  terminated  within  the  Borough,  hence 
the  name  Walls-end.” 

The  area  was  entirely  agricultural  until  a.d.  1538,  when  salt 
making  was  commenced  at  the  south-eastern  corner  giving  rise  to 
Howdon  Pans,  after  which  at  the  same  place  the  industry  of  glass 
making  was  established  by  Hugenot  families  driven  from  the 
Continent  by  bitter  religious  persecution.  Glass  and  salt  making 
industries  continued  till  near  the  end  of  the  18th  century,  when  the 
high  tax  on  salt  and  improved  methods  of  making  glass  caused  a 
cessation  of  these  industries,  before  which,  however,  shipbuilding 
on  an  extensive  scale  had  been  established,  together  with  the 
development  of  coal  mining,  and  later  engineering.  These 
industries  have  continued  to  develop  till  at  the  present  time  the 
town  and  its  inhabitants  are  entirely  dependent  on  them. 

Whereas  Wallsend  shares  with  the  rest  of  the  country 
generally  the  aggravation  of  the  housing  shortage,  it  also  unenviably 
shares  with  the  rest  of  Tyneside  towns  the  outstanding  feature  of 
a  large  percentage  of  one  and  two-roomed  houses,  and  as  the 
welfare  of  a  community  largely  depends  on  the  amount  of  house 
room  its  members  enjoy,  an  improved  standard  must  in  future  be 
set.  The  low  standard  dates  far  back  into  the  last  century, 
beginning  with  the  miner’s  free  house,  and  has  been  perpetuated 
by  the  erection  of  flats — a  system  of  housing  peculiar  to  the  North 
of  England  and  occasioned  mostly  by  economic  factors.

The  area  is  one  of  the  worst  hit  by  the  general  trade 
depression. 

Whilst  there  is  no  particular  occupation  connected  with  the 
local  industries  of  coal  mining,  shipbuilding,  and  engineering  which 
appears  to  have  a  prejudicial  effect  on  health,  yet  the  general  over¬ 
crowding  occasioned  by  the  shortage  of  houses,  together  with  the 
poverty  occasioned  by  the  prolonged  depression,  is  conducive  to  the 
continued  excessive  incidence  of  tuberculosis  and  the  annual  toll  of 
about  one-seventh  of  the  deaths  from  this  disease.

ANY  UNUSUAL  OR  EXCESSIVE  MORTALITY  DURING 

THE  YEAR. 

Among  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  : — 

Tuberculosis  (all  forms). — This  disease  caused  94  deaths,  or 
about  one-seventh  of  the  total  deaths. 

In  1924  tuberculosis  accounted  for  85  deaths. 

Pneumonia  (all  forms)  62  and  Bronchitis  28  together  also 
caused  one-seventh  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  deaths  from  Cancer  numbered  57,  as  compared  with  50  in 
1924. 

The  deaths  from  Measles  numbered  31,  as  compared  with  1  in 
1924. 

Diarrhoea  accounted  for  21  deaths  as  compared  with  6  in

NOTIFICATION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 


Of  the  68  deaths  recorded  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  6  were 
of  cases  not  previously  notified,  and  of  the  23  deaths  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  7  were  cases  not  previously  notified.  Most 
of  the  unnotified  cases  were  of  deaths  outside  the  Borough. 

Generally  notification  of  tuberculosis  is  being  more  efficiently 
carried  out  by  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  district,  but  in  the 
instances  when  notifications  have  not  been  received  letters  are  sent 
to  those  responsible  for  the  non-notification  drawing  attention  to 
the  fact  and  requesting  future  observance  of  the  regulations. 

Sanatorium  Treatment. — During  the  year  81  cases  received 
sanatorium  treatment,  whilst  14  other  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
Union  Hospital,  North  Shields. 

Tuberculosis  (all  forms). — 238  new  cases  were  notified  during 
the  year. 

* 

Family  History. — In  32’5  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified  there 
was  a  definite  family  history  of  tuberculosis. 

Overcrowding. — 30  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified  were  living 
under  conditions  of  overcrowding,  viz.,  more  than  two  persons  per 
room  (all  rooms  included). 

Sleeping  Accommodation. — 38*6  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified 
were  not  sleeping  alone,  having  to  sleep  with  one  or  more  other 
persons. 

Housing. — 59‘3  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified  were  members 
of  families  living  in  not  more  than  three  rooms  (all  rooms  included); 
also  26'4  per  cent,  of  the  families  affected  were  living  with  one  or 
more  other  families  in  the  same  house.

SMALLPOX. 

Although  smallpox  was  prevalent  in  many  of  the  surrounding 
areas  during  1925,  the  Borough  of  Wallsend  was  fortunate  to  escape 
any  serious  visitation  although  two  small  outbreaks  occurred,  and  in 
both  cases  the  infection  was  traced  to  adjacent  areas.  The  first 
outbreak  occurred  in  May  in  tenemented  property  in  the  east  end 
of  the  Borough.  The  cases  w^ere  all  of  a  mild  alastrim  type,  though 
the  later  cases  tended  to  a  more  typical  smallpox.  In  connection 
with  this  outbreak  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  infection  occurred 
in  tenemented  property  with  some  87  occupants,  of  whom  more  than 
half  were  children,  yet  being  vaccinated  none  of  the  children  became 
infected,  whereas  6  of  the  adults  contracted  smallpox.  The  original 
and  most  virulent  case  was  an  unvaccinated  young  woman  of  25 
years,  and  whilst  all  the  worst  cases  were  unvaccinated  people,  the 
milder  were  in  adults  past  middle  age  who  had  not  been  re-vaccinated 
since  infancy.  Three  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  the 
original  cases  and  contacts  dealt  with  successfully,  so  that  the 
spread  of  infection  was  checked. 

The  second  outbreak  was  in  October  and  remained  confined 
to  one  case,  who  was  removed  to  hospital.  This  case  also  w^as  a 
young  unvaccinated  adult.

Milk  Foods. —  During  the  year,  dried  milk  for  expectant  or 
nursing  mothers  and  infants  was  sold  at  the  Wallsend  and 
Willington  Quay  Centres  to  the  poor  and  working  classes,  whilst  a 
free  distribution  was  made  to  those  urgent  and  necessitious  cases 
approved  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  and 
coming  within  the  regulations  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

9*6  tons  of  dried  milk  were  sold  at  the  Maternity  Centres  as 
compared  with  12‘4  tons  in  1924,  whilst  L2  tons  were  distributed 
free  as  compared  with  a  free  distribution  of  *98  tons  in  1924.  The 
greatly  reduced  sales  and  the  increased  free  distribution  is 
indicative  of  the  prolonged  and  increasing  poverty  which  exists  in 
this  industrial  area,  and  possibly  the  increased  infantile  mortality 
from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  was  partially  due  not  only  to  the 
warmer  summer  but  also  to  the  substitution  of  inferior  infant  food 
stuffs  occasioned  by  poverty. 
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Whilst  it  is  disappointing  to  record  an  increased  infantile 
mortality  rate,  yet  still  the  old  chief  factors  persist  and  indeed 
have  increased,  viz.,  premature  births,  atrophy  and  debility,  all  of 
which  causes  are  largely  attributable  to  pre-natal  maternal  con¬ 
ditions,  and  until  overcrowding  and  poverty  are  materially 
ameliorated  strong  and  healthy  infant  life  cannot  be  anticipated 
from  mothers  too  often  the  victims  of  their  own  self-sacrifice  for 
their  children  and  husbands. 

The  same  stafT  and  officials  administer  the  School  Medical 
and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services,  hence  there  is  a 
continuity  and  co-operation  between  these  services.

D.— HOSPITAL  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDISED  BY  THE

1. —  Ttiherciilosis.  Tuberculosis  cases  from  Wallsend  are  sent 
to  the  County  Sanatorium  at  Wooley  or  hospitals  provided  by  the 
Northumberland  County  Council,  none  of  which  institutions  are 
within  the  district. 

2. — Maternity — Midwives.  There  are  two  voluntary  Maternity 
Hospitals  in  the  Borough — the  Wallsend  and  Willington  Quay 
General  and  Maternity  Hospital — which  provides  four  to  seven 
maternity  beds  and  the  Willington  Quay  Maternity  Hospital,  which 
has  fourteen  maternity  beds. 

The  latter  hospital  is  the  Northumberland  County  Nursing 
Association  Training  Centre  for  Midwives,  and  the  hospital  is 
administered  by  the  Willington  Quay  Nursing  Association,  which 
is  an  affiliated  branch  of  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

The  local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  have  agree¬ 
ments  (approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health)  with  the  two  above 
Maternity  Hospitals  and  also  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity 
Hospital,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  for  the  admission  and  treatment 
of  approved  urgent  and  complicated  or  necessitious  maternity 
cases,  and  the  respective  hospitals  are  paid  on  a  similar  scale  of 
charges  for  such  cases, 
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3.  — Children. — Beds  are  available  under  the  County  Council 
scheme  for  children  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis  in  hospitals 
and  sanatoria  outside  the  district. 

4.  — Fever. — The  Wallsend  Corporation  Hospital  for  Infectious 
Diseases  and  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  both  within  the  Borough, 
afford  excellent  provision  for  infectious  diseases  and  smallpox.

(E).— UNM.ARRIED  MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS 

AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN.

(1)  The  Corporation  pro¬ 
vides  two  motor  ambulances  at  the  Fire  Station,  Wallsend.

During  the  year  167  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  as  com¬ 
pared  with  121  in  1924.  Of  the  total  number  admitted  to  hospital 
eight  died,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  4*7  per  cent,  as  compared  with 
2-5  in  1924. 

Scarlet  Fever.  — 108  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital,  or  27 
cases  more  than  in  1924.  There  were  2  deaths  giving  a  case  mortality 
of  1*85  per  cent.,  both  cases  died  from  acute  scarletinal  nephritis 
(kidney  disease)  which  is  a  common  complication  of  scarlet  fever. 
There  were  2  return  cases  during  the  year.  Application  of  the 
Schick  Test  was  not  attempted. 
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Diphtheria. — Forty-six  cases  were  admitted  as  compared  with 
31  in  1924.  Of  the  46  cases  admitted  11  were  suspicious  cases 
admitted  for  observation,  whilst  the  remaining  35  were  definite 
cases  as  proved  by  bacteriological  report.  One  case  of  laryngeal 
diphtheria  died  from  cardiac  syncope,  whilst  other  two  cases  of 
diphtheria  died  from  measles  and  broncho  pneumonia  respectively. 
Altogether  there  were  three  deaths  from  diphtheria,  giving  a  case 
mortality  of  8*5  per  cent. 

Tracheotomy  was  performed  in  three  cases  of  acute  laryngeal 
diphtheria,  all  of  which  cases  made  a  perfect  recovery. 

Enteric  Fever.  Six  cases  were  admitted,  one  being  a  case  for 
observation  which  proved  to  he  negative.  There  were  no  deaths, 
all  the  five  positive  cases  made  a  good  recovery. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. — Three  cases  were  admitted  to  hos¬ 
pital,  all  of  whom  died.  They  were  all  most  acute  cases  and  died  from 
2  to  10  days  after  admission  ;  two  were  females  aged  65  and  1 1  years 
respectively,  and  the  other  a  male  child  aged  2  years. 

In  connection  with  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  whereas 
in  the  past  Probationer  Nurses  have  been  very  successfully  trained 
for  the  Certificate  of  the  Fever  Nursing  Association  and  the  hospital 
hence  recognised  as  a  Training  Centre  for  Nurses,  now  that  the  new 
regulations  of  the  General  Nursing  Council  are  in  force,  the  hospital, 
together  with  the  many  hospitals  of  other  local  authorities  through¬ 
out  the  country,  will  be  put  to  serious  disadvantage  and  have  great 
difficulty  in  securing  probationers,  whilst  a  fruitful  source  to  the 
nursing  profession  will  be  curtailed.  The  suggestion  of  the  General 
Nursing  Council  for  smaller  hospitals  to  arrange  with  larger  hospitals 
for  the  complete  training  of  partially  trained  nurses  is  impracticable. 
Many  of  the  smaller  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  not  now  re¬ 
cognized  as  training  centres  for  fever  nurses  owing  to  the  new 
regulations,  have  all  the  requisite  training  material  (number  and 
variety  of  cases)  and  indeed  in  many  cases  afford  an  all-round  ex¬ 
perience  sometimes  not  presented  in  the  larger  hospitals.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  will  seek  modification  of  the 
General  Nursing  Council’s  regulations  so  that  recognition  as  training 
centres  may  be  obtained  by  the  many  smaller  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitals,  who  in  the  past  have  efficiently  trained  fever  nurses,  else 
not  only,  will  access  to  the  nursing  profession  be  considerably  cur¬ 
tailed,  hut  very  material  and  unnecessary  expense  will  be  imposed 
on  local  authorities  in  the  staffing  of  their  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitals.  Without  recognition  as  training  centres,  it  will  be 
impossible  to  secure  probationers,  and  an  all-trained  staff  will  have 
to  be  employed.

J.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA- 

WATER. 

The  area  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  Water  Company.  A  constant  supply  was  maintained 
throughout  the  whole  area.  With  the  exception  of  Bigges  Main,  a 
portion  of  Willington  Square,  and  a  few  isolated  instances  of  old 
property,  where  the  water  supply  is  from  standpipes,  otherwise 
each  house  in  the  Borough  has  a  direct  supply. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  whole  of  the  sewage  is  discharged  direct  into  the  river, 
with  the  exception  of  Bigges  Main,  a  small  outlying  village  com¬ 
prising  111  houses,  where  the  sewage  is  treated  in  septic  tanks  and 
filter  beds. 

The  effluent  discharges  into  the  Wallsend  Burn,  a  stream 
running  through  the  district. 

Bigges  Main  was  scheduled  as  an  unhealthy  area  in  the  1919 
Housing  Survey  Report,  and  in  course  of  time  the  present  houses 
will  be  closed,  when  the  sewage  works  will  no  longer  be  required. 

Pollution  has  occurred  in  Howdon  Dene  owing  to  close 
proximity  of  piggeries.  A  sewer  is  being  laid,  which  will  obviate 
further  pollution. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

New  sewers  have  been  constructed  to  serve  the  High  Farm, 
Battle  Hill  and  Bewicke  housing  estates,  where  houses  are  being 
built. 

Extensions  have  been  made  to  Station  Road  sewer  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Long  Benton  Urban  District  Council  to  take 
drainage  from  a  part  of  their  area. 

Sewers  in  the  district  are  fairly  adequate.  Improvements 
have  been  effected  in  sections  of  old  sewers,  manholes  repaired  and 
new  manholes  inserted  to  provide  access  for  cleansing  and  flushing. 

An  experimental  ventilating  shaft  was  fixed  to  a  length  of 
sewer  in  a  congested  part  of  the  district  where  complaints  had  been 
received  of  offensive  emanations  from  ordinary  surface  sewer 
ventilation. 

The  conversation  of  closet  accommodation  into  the  water 
carriage  system  has  improved  the  quality  of  sewage  in  the  district, 
and  fewer  complaints  of  offensive  odours  from  surface  ventilators 
are  received. 

Back  flooding  occasionally  occurs  in  certain  districts  during 
excessive  rain  storms. 

Relief  to  heavily  worked  sewers  has  been  provided  by  the 
provision  of  storm  overflows  connected  to  other  less  laden  sewers. 

The  matter  is  still  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee.

SCAVENGING. 

The  scavenging  of  the  area  is  undertaken  by  the  local  authority 
under  the  direction  of  a  cleansing  superintendent. 

The  whole  of  the  main  and  first  class  roads  are  scavenged 
daily  ;  second  class  roads  and  streets  twice  weekly,  and  bye-streets 
and  lanes  once  weekly. 

Collection  of  house  refuse  is  undertaken  weekly  and  where 
necessary  a  second  collection  is  made. 


Motor  transport  is  used  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse  in  the 
Willington  Quay  area  and  other  outlying  districts,  horse  transport 
being  used  for  the  remainder  of  the  Borough. 

As  in  the  past,  excellent  facilities  are  afforded  for  loading  into 
hoppers  and  disposal  into  the  sea,  yet  during  the  year  of  the  25,293 
tons  of  refuse  dealt  with,  13,593  tons  were  deposited  on  land  tips 
and  1 1,700  tons  disposed  off  by  hopper. 


Although  in  some  instances  tipping  was  resorted  to  for  the 
purpose  of  levelling  and  making  new  roads  in  connection  with  relief 
work  for  the  unemployed,  yet  tipping  is  to  be  deprecated  as  in¬ 
variably  it  is  attended  by  some  form  of  nuisance.  In  a  few  instances 
the  tips  became  rat  infested  and  were  the  source  of  complaint. 

During  the  last  few  years,  6151  houses  have  been  provided 
with  movable  ashbins  in  lieu  of  fixed  receptacles.

During  the  year  1920  bye-laws  were  made  by  the  Town 
Council  in  pursuance  of  Section  51,  Public  Health  Acts  (Amend¬ 
ment  Act),  1907,  extending  the  list  of  offensive  trades  scheduled 
under  Section  112  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  to  include  the  trade  of 
fish  frying. 

The  bye-laws  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the 
25th  of  January,  1921. 

One  application  was  received  by  the  Town  Council  for 
permission  to  commence  the  business  of  a  fish  frier.  The 
application  was  granted. 

The  premises  are  regularly  inspected,  and  notices  served 
regarding  any  infringement  of  the  bye-laws. 

Underground  Sleeping  Rooms. — There  are  no  underground 
sleeping  rooms  in  the  Borough, 

SCHOOLS. 

The  schools  have  all  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  and  with 
the  exception  of  the  Stephenson  Memorial  and  the  Bigges  Main 
Schools,  which  have  served  their  day  and  generation,  and  the 
replacement  of  which  by  modern  schools  is  under  consideration, 
the  remainder  are  generally  modern.  The  sanitary  service  in 
connection  with  the  schools  is  efficiently  maintained. 

With  the  exception  of  two  schools,  where  replacement  of  the 
existing  trough  closets  by  modern  separate  pedestal  closets  has 
been  recommended,  all  the  others  have  adequate  latrine  accommo¬ 
dation.

It  was  not  necessary  during  the  year  to  have  any  of  the 
schools  closed  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease, 
control  of  which  is  facilitated  by  a  close  co-operation  between  the 
school  staffs  and  the  School  Medical,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
and  the  public  health  service,  the  three  latter  of  which  are 
combined.

There  is  still  a  serious  shortage  of  houses  in  the  Borough,  and 
many  houses  contain  more  than  one  family.  Out  of  246  houses 
visited  in  connection  with  tuberculosis,  no  less  than  82  houses  were 
found  to  be  overcrowded. 

During  the  last  5  years  349  houses  have  been  built  by  the 
Corporation,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  164  houses  are  in  course  of 
erection. 

(3)  Information  as  to  any  important  changes  in  population 
during  the  period  under  rexiew  or  anticipated  in  the  future. 

The  census  population  (1921)  showed  a  population  of  43,013 
The  latest  figures  from  the  Registrar  General  were  given  as  45,620. 

2.— OVERCROWDING. 

(1)  Extent.— The  number  of  tenements  with  more  than  two 
occupants  per  room,  according  to  the  housing  survey  which  was 
taken  in  1918,  was  1800,  and  the  total  number  of  occupants  was 
14,799. 

The  number  of  houses  which  were  occupied  by  two  or  more 
families  was  1 159. 

(2)  Causes. — Many  additional  workers  migrated  into  the 
Borough  during  the  War,  and  a  large  number  of  houses  became 
sub-let.  During  this  time  there  was  a  cessation  of  building  and 
overcrowding  became  unduly  prevalent.  Most  of  these  workers  have 
remained  in  the  area,  and  these,  together  with  the  return  of  soldiers 
to  civil  life,  although  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  emigration,  have 
materially  helped  to  increase  the  overcrowding,  which  further  has 
been  accentuated  by  a  natural  increase  , of  3,049  in  the  population 
during  the  last  five  years, 
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(3)  Measures  taken  or  contemplated  for  dealing  with  over¬ 
crowding. — ^120  houses  have  been  built  by  the  Corporation  during 
the  year,  and  164  houses  are  in  course  of  erection. 

(4)  Principal  cases  of  overcrowding  during  the  year  1925,  and 
action  taken. — large  number  of  serious  cases  of  overcrowding 
came  to  the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  during  the  year,  but 
owing  to  the  lack  of  housing  accommodation  no  action  could  be 
taken  in  the  matter.

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Owing  to  the  shortage  of  houses  and  the  increased  demand  for 
new  houses,  the  closing  and  demolishing  unfit  houses  cannot  be 
undertaken  at  the  present  time. 

(4)  Conditions,  so  far  as  they  affect  housing,  as  regards  water 
supply,  closet  accommodation,  and  refuse  disposal,  together  with 
measures  taken  during  the  year  in  these  matters. 

Water  Supply  : — The  water  supply  is  sufficient  for  present  and 
future  developments. 

Closet  Accommodation  : — The  conversion  of  privy  ashpits  and 
cell  privies  into  the  water  carriage  system  is  nearing  completion. 
Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme,  48  privy  ashpits  and  5,042 
cell  privies  have  been  converted  into  5,103  water  closets. 

Refuse  Disposal  : — The  town’s  refuse  is  barged  to  sea  or  de¬ 
posited  on  land  tips. 

4.— UNHEALTHY  AREAS. 

HOWDON  IMPROVEMENT  SCHEME. 

On  the  7th  of  July,  1924,  an  Order  was  made  sanctioning  an 
Improvement  Scheme  under  Part  1  of  the  Housing  of  Working 
Classes  Act,  1890,  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  exercise  of  their 
powers  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1890  to  1923. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  re-house  all  displaced  tenants 
on  Bewickc  Estate  land  situated  at  the  north  of  Howdon  Station. 
The  erection  of  houses  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Corporation  and 
is  now  in  progress. 

WILLINGTON  SQUARE  AND  BIGGES  MAIN  AREAS. 

The  Willington  Square  and  Bigges  Main  Areas  scheduled  in 
the  Housing  Survey  of  1919  as  unhealthy  still  remain  to  be  dealt 
with. 

In  each  of  these  areas  the  properties  are  old,  dilapidated, 
perished,  worn  out,  and  beyond  remedy  or  repair,  and  in  the 
Willington  Square  area  in  particular  the  conditions  are  becoming 
worse  each  year.  The  houses,  which  are  always  damp,  become 
saturated  in  wet  or  wintry  weather. 

The  closing  of  the  properties  in  these  areas  has  been  under 
consideration  since  1914,  but  the  conditions  are  now  such  that  the 
Local  Authority  should,  in  the  interests  of  the  inhabitants,  take 
steps  to  have  them  re-housed  and  the  houses  closed. 

5.— BYE-LAWS  RELATING  TO  HOUSES,  TO  HOUSES 
LET  IN  LODGINGS,  AND  TO  TENTS,  VANS, 

SHEDS,  &c. 

(1)  As  to  working  of  existing  Bye-laws. — It  was  not  found 
necessary  to  take  action  under  the  Bye-laws  relating  to  Houses  Let 
in  Lodgings. 

(2)  As  to  need  for  new  Bye-laws  or  revision  of  existing  Bye¬ 
laws. — Owing  to  the  lack  of  housing  accommodation,  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  connection  with  the  occupation  of  caravans, 
tents,  vans,  sheds,  etc.,  in  the  Borough 

Improvement  would  be  effected  if  Local  Authorities  had  power 
to  require  owners  of  lands  let  out  to  occupiers  of  caravans,  etc.,  to 
provide  water  supply  and  sanitary  accommodation. 
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6.— GENERAL  AND  MISCELLANEOUS. 

Generally,  an  account  of  any  action  bearing  on  the  public 
health,  not  covered  by  the  above  particulars,  which  has  been  taken 
during  the  year  by  the  Local  Authority  in  connection  with  over¬ 
crowding,  insanitary  property,  and  housing,  whether  under  the 
Housing  Acts  or  the  Public  Health  Acts,  including  any  action  taken 
by  the  Authority  to  provide  information  as  to  the  proper  use  of 
household  fittings  (e.g  ,  sinks,  water-closets,  etc.)  and  the  disposal 
of  household  refuse  so  far  as  possible  by  burning. 

In  connection,  with  the  conversion  of  cell  privies  into  water- 
closets,  small  posters  were  distributed  to  each  house  instructing 
tenants  as  to  the  proper  use  of  new  water-closets  and  to  the  disposal 
of  all  vegetable  refuse  by  burning.

N.-INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply — 

The  wholesomeness  of  the  milk  compares  favourably  with 
neighbouring  districts,  and  a  large  quantity  of  the  town’s  milk 
supply  is  imported  into  the  district  by  rail. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order,  1885. 

There  are  13  cowkeepers  in  the  Borough,  with  an  average 
number  of  115  cows. 

The  cowsheds  were  periodically  inspected,  and  notices  served 
on  occupiers  to  carry  out  limewashing. 

Most  of  the  cows  in  the  Borough  are  habitually  turned  out  to 
graze  during  the  summer  months.  • 

All  the  cows  in  the  Borough  were  subject  to  a  veterinary 
examination  every  three  months,  and  the  importance  of  producing 
milk  under  hygenic  conditions  in  order  to  ensure  a  clean  milk 
supply  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  cowkeepers. 

There  are  56  retail  purveyors  of  milk  on  the  register.  The 
premises  have  been  inspected,  and  instructions  given  as  to  the 
storage  of  milk,  and  the  importance  of  protecting  milk  from 
contamination. 

In  three  instances,  owing  to  the  premises  being  found  unsuit¬ 
able  for  the  storage  of  milk,  registration  was  refused. 
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(1)  Action  taken  as  to  tuberculous  milk  and  tuberculous 
cattle.

o.— DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS 

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 


The  above  Order  came  into  operation  on  September  1st,  1925. 
Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  three  milk  cows  were  notified  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

The  animals  were  examined  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the 
Local  Authority,  and  notice  of  intended  slaughter  was  served  on  the 
owner  of  the  animals. 

Notices  requiring  the  animals  to  be  isolated  and  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  milk  were  served  on  the  owners. 

The  animals  were  slaughtered,  and  after  a  post  mortem  exam¬ 
ination  found  to  be  suffering  from  advanced  tuberculosis. 

Compensation  was  paid  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Order. 

The  affected  carcases  were  destroyed. 


SWINE  FEVER. 

No  case  of  swine  fever  occurred  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year.  Three  suspected  cases  were  reported.  During  the  year,  471 
pigs  were  licensed  by  the  Newcastle  Authorities  into  the  Borough 
for  immediate  slaughter, 
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FOOT  AND  MOUTH  DISEASE. 

The  Borough  was  entirely  free  from  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 
Regulations  made  in  November,  1924,  by  the  Wallsend  Town 
Council,  prohibiting  the  movement  of  animals  from  any  district 
south  of  Durham  and  Cumberland  were  withdrawn  early  in  1925. 

FOREIGN  ANIMALS  ORDER  OF  1910. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  under 
the  above  Order. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THEATRES,  MUSIC 

HALLS,  ETC. 

In  accordance  with  Instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  con¬ 
tained  in  Circular  120,  dated  August  25th,  1920,  relating  to  the  san¬ 
itary  conditions  of  Theatres,  Music  Halls,  etc.,  periodic  inspections 
were  made  and  certificates  issued  regarding  sanitary  accommodation, 
proper  ventilation,  and  cleanliness. 


RAT  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Under  the  above  Act,  active  measures  were  taken  in  connection 
with  rat  infested  houses,  workshops,  factories,  farmsteads,  land  tips 
and  piggeries  in  the  Borough. 

During  National  Rat  Week,  a  special  effort  was  again  organ¬ 
ised  with  the  help  of  owners  of  factories  and  others,  which  had  good 
results. 

Public  sewers  in  the  Borough  are  receiving  continuous  atten¬ 
tion.  Poisonous  baits  and  traps  were  used  in  connection  with  rat 
infested  premises.
